My  admiration  for  my  father,  Miles  J.  Braiden,  and  my  other 
Braid en  relatives,  inspired  me  to  record  their  achievements  and 
perpetuate  their  memories  for  the  future  generations  of  the  Braiden 
family  —  that  they  may  know  more  of  the  character  of  their 
heritage. 

It  is  natural  to  wonder  about  and  evince  interest  in  our  ancestry 

—  what  manner  of  people  they  were,  and  from  what  country  they 
emigrated  to  the  United  States  of  America.  In  this  genealogical 
history  of  the  Roger  Braiden  family,  and  of  his  parents,  Joseph  and 
Nancy  Braiden,  our  emigrating  ancestors,  we  have  herein  recorded 
as  much  factual  data  as  is  available  at  this  time.  My  grateful 
acknowledgement  to  each  and  every  one,  who  so  graciously  con¬ 
tributed  material  for  this  book.  And  my  appreciation  of  my  mother 

—  Clara  Vaile  Braiden’s  —  sufficient  interest  and  diligence  in  sav¬ 
ing  newspaper  clippings,  and  making  notes  of  information,  derived 
from  my  father  and  his  sisters  about  the  earlier  generations.  With¬ 
out  these  clippings  and  notes,  we  would  not  now  have  that  informa¬ 
tion. 

As  a  family,  we  can  be  justly  proud  of  the  members  of  our 
family,  who  contributed  to  the  betterment  of  the  communities  in 
which  they  lived  —  the  cultural  and  civic  progress  - —  their  staunch 
religious  faith  —  their  integrity  in  business  and  in  their  chosen 
professions  —  the  courageous  and  meritorious  service  of  those  in 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 
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THE  BRAIDEN  NAME 


Research  for  the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  Braiden  name,  and 
the  locale  of  the  early  Braiden  family  has  yielded  but  little.  Sur¬ 
names  were  not  used  until  about  the  year  1000  A.D.  in  the  British 
Isles.  Names  were  usually  chosen  from  some  outstanding  physical 
feature  or  from  a  place  - —  such  as  a  river,  valley,  etc.  —  or  from  an 
occupation  such  as  baker,  miller,  tanner,  etc.  There  are  various 
similar  spellings  such  as  Braden,  Braydon,  Breden  and  other  spell¬ 
ings.  These  spellings  appear  in  England  and  Ireland,  but  only  in 
Scotland  does  the  name  Braiden  appear  as  we  of  our  family  spell  it. 
At  Carsphairn,  in  Galloway,  Scotland  there  is  a  farm  called  Braid- 
en’s  Knowe  (Knov/e  means  small  hill  or  hillock),  which  is  about  200 
yards  southwest  of  the  village  along  the  banks  of  the  River  Deugh. 
Also,  near  Carsphairn  there  is  a  hill  about  1000  feet  high,  called 
Braidenoch  (och  means  hill) .  Inquiry  of  the  town  clerk  at  Kirkcud¬ 
bright  —  the  nearby  city  where  the  records  of  that  district  are  kept 
* —  brought  the  information  that  there  are  no  records  of  anyone  by 
the  name  of  Braiden  now  living  in  that  vicinity.  Inquiry  was  also 
made  in  Northern  Ireland  of  any  record  of  the  Braiden  family  there. 
From  the  Public  Record  Office  of  Northern  Ireland,  Law  Court 
Building,  Belfast,  Ireland  came  this 'reply:  “There  are  records  in 
this  office  relating  to  the  name  Bredin,  Braydon,  Breadon,  etc.  and 
covering  most  of  the  counties  in  Northern  Ireland,  but  unless  you 
can  say  in  what  town  or  townland  Joseph  and  Nancy  G.  Braiden 
lived  before  emigrating  I  am  afraid  we  cannot  help  you.  If  this  in¬ 
formation  were  known,  a  search  could  be  made  in  church  registers 
of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  for  that  district.”  Research  in 
southern  Ireland  revealed  no  record  of  the  Braiden  family. 

For  a  hundred  years  or  more  after  1600  A.D.  many  Scotch 
families  settled  in  Ulster  in  the  North  of  Ireland  in  order  to  have 
greater  religious  freedom.  It  seems  probable  that  our  Braiden  an¬ 
cestors  were  among  those  who  migrated  to  Ireland  from  Scotland. 
Therefore,  our  ancestry  appears  to  be  of  the  so-called  Scotch-Irish. 
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JOSEPH  AND  NANCY  BRAIDEN

Joseph  and  Nancy  Gillespie  Braiden  emigrated  from  Northern 
Ireland,  arriving  in  New  York  City  in  1796.  The  “Stanstead”  is 
mentioned  as  perhaps  being  the  vessel  in  which  they  came  to 
America.  Joseph  and  Nancy  Braiden  were  members  of  the  Church 
of  England  (Episcopal).  The  Gillespie  family,  of  which  Nancy  was 
a  member,  belonged  to  the  Campbell  clan  of  Scotland.  Their  home 
was  in  the  Highlands  of  Scotland.  They  were  strong  adherents  of 
the  Calvinistic  doctrine,  and  one  of  them  helped  to  frame  the  “Con¬ 
fession  of  Faith.”  They  fought  for  religious  liberty.  About  the 
close  of  the  seventeenth  century  three  brothers  crossed  into  Ireland, 
settling  in  County  Antrim.  Their  names  were  David,  John  and 
James.  During  the  Revolution  of  1690,  James  fought  under  William 
III,  Prince  of  Orange,  with  whom  he  crossed  the  Boygne  July,  1690. 
His  sword  is  still  kept  as  a  relic  by  one  of  his  descendants.  After 
this  decisive  battle,  the  Gillespies  moved  to  Banbridge,  County 
Monaghan,  Ireland,  where  they  owned  a  large  tract  of  land.  In  1895 
Elizabeth,  a  descendant,  was  living  in  the  old  home  place  where  her 
people  had  lived  for  over  two  hundred  years.  The  Gillespies  wrere 
linen  drapers. 

Joseph  Braiden  died  in  1800  of  yellow'  fever.  Nancy  Braiden 
later  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  McCune  (perhaps  spelled  differ¬ 
ently)  . .  She  died  in  1804  of  tuberculosis  at  Saratoga,  N.Y.  She  is 
said  to  be  buried  at  Syracuse,  N.Y.  After  Nancy’s  death,  Joseph 
Braiden’s  brother  came  from  his  home  in  northern  Newr  York  state, 
and  took  the  children  home  w'ith  him.  Following  Nancy’s  death,  Mr. 
McCune  kept  the  children  hidden  —  probably  for  reasons  of  proper¬ 
ty  settlement.  Inquiries  at  both  Saratoga  and  Syracuse  to  verify 
the  records  of  Nancy’s  death  and  burial  place,  brought  the  reply 
that  records  were  not  kept  at  that  early  date.

Roger  Braiden  remembered  his  mother’s  pretty  clothes  and  fine 
family  silverware.  Little  is  known  of  his  earl}7  years.  Upon  reach¬ 
ing  manhood  he  owned  50  acres  and  63  acres  in  Castile  Township, 
Wyoming  County,  N.Y.  which  he  farmed.  He  and  his  brother-in- 
law,  Henry  Bush,  Jane’s  husband,  planned  to  lay  claim  to  their 
share  of  their  mother’s  estate,  after  certain  crops  were  harvested, 
but  Roger  died  suddenly  of  a  heart  attack  before  that  time  arrived. 
Roger  Braiden’s  wife,  Sophia  Fletcher,  born  April  15,  1803,  was  the 
daughter  of  Isaac  Gardiner  Fletcher  and  Ruth  Pierce  Fletcher,  who 
was  an  aunt  of  President  Franklin  Pierce.  Isaac  Fletcher  enlisted  in 
February,  1781  as  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  as  a  substi¬ 
tute  for  his  brother  Levi,  who  came  home  sick  and  died  a  year 
later.  Isaac  Fletcher  was  wounded  in  an  attack  by  Indians  in  the 
redoubt  at  West  Point.  Sophia  Braiden’s  parents  lived  in  Westford, 
Mass,  where  all  of  their  children  were  born.  In  1832,  Isaac  Fletcher 
and  family  moved  to  Orleans  County,  Vermont.  Sophia  was  related 
to  Daniel  Webster  through  her  relative,  Grace  Fletcher  Webster. 
Roger  Braiden’s  sons,  Isaac  and  George,  yielded  to  the  lure  of  the 
gold  rush  in  California,  and  sold  their  farm  to  their  brother,  Miles, 
and  went  to  California.  They  both  died  within  a  few  days  of  each 
other  of  typhoid  fever.  Sophia  Fletcher  Braiden  died  October  1, 
1872.  Buried  at  Rochelle,  Illinois.

Nancy  and  Henry  Burlingim  moved  to  Illinois  about  the  same 
time  the  other  members  of  the  Braiden  family  moved,  following  the 
death  of  Roger  Braiden.  They  located  for  a  few  years  in  Waukegan, 
Illinois.  Then  they  moved  to  Rochelle,  Illinois,  where  Henry  Bur¬ 
lingim  entered  into  partnership  witli  his  brother-in-law,  Miles  J. 
Braiden.  They  had  a  grain  elevator,  which  was  constructed  of  lime¬ 
stone  —  the  walls  being  two  feet  thick.  It  withstood  a  fire  which 
destroyed  most  of  the  business  section  of  Rochelle,  and  is  even  now 
standing  in  good  condition  almost  one  hundred  years  later.  Eventu¬ 
ally,  Henry  Burlingim  and  Miles  Braiden  sold  out  and  dissolved 
partnership.  Henry  and  Nancy  Burlingim  and  their  children  moved 
to  Monmouth,  Illinois,  where  Mr.  Burlingim  engaged  in  the  grocery 
business  for  many  years  until  his  death.  He  served  two  terms  as 
mayor  of  Monmouth.  Nancy  Burlingim  was  a  devout  Christian  — 
active  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Monmouth.  She  also  inter¬ 
ested  herself  in  the  cultural  and  civic  progress  in  Monmouth.

Marian  Burligim  Sexton  was  a  devout  member  of  the  First 
Baptist  church  of  Monmouth,  and  she  bequeathed  her  home  to  that 
church  for  use  as  a  parsonage.  She  was  also  interested  in  social 
and  cultural  activities  in  her  community.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  She  possessed  musical 
ability  —  excelling  as  a  pianist.  W.  H.  Sexton  served  in  the  83rd 
Infantry  in  the  Union  Army  in  the  Civil  War.  Mr.  Sexton  was 
County  Clerk  of  Warren  County  for  thirty-three  years.  Their 
residence  was  in  Monmouth,  Illinois. 


Marion  Theodora  Sexton  (Joseph,  Roger,  Nancy,  Marian)  b. 
December  25,  1874.  d.  November  4,  1895.  The  following  is  an  ex¬ 
cerpt  from  her  obituary  in  the  Monmouth  paper:  “Few  enjoyed  the 
friendship  and  love  of  so  many,  and  her  early  death  brought  sorrow 
into  many  homes.  She  was  more  than  ordinarily  gifted,  and  had 
she  been  spared,  her  future  would  have  been  a  brilliant  one.  She 
received  her  education  in  the  city  schools,  graduating  from  the  high 
school  in  1891.  She  spent  a  portion  of  the  next  year  in  Chicago 
studying  music.  And,  in  the  remainder  of  that  year  and  in  1893,. 
she  attended  the  Collegiate  Institute  in  Burlington,  Iowa  perfecting 
her  musical  education.  She  became  very  proficient  and  in  a  class  of 
sixty  won  a  fine  piano  as  exhibiting  the  greatest  advancement  and 
talent  in  music.  She  then  entered  the  literary  department  of  Mon¬ 
mouth  College  and  graduated  in  June,  1895.” 


Walton  Roswell  Sexton  (Joseph,  Roger,  Nancy,  Marian)  b.  Sep¬ 
tember  13,  1876  at  Monmouth,  Illinois,  d.  September  9,  1943. 

Walton  Sexton  graduated  from  the  Monmouth  public  schools, 
after  which  he  was  appointed  to  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  at  Anna¬ 
polis,  Md.  He  had  a  long  and  brilliant  career  in  the  Navy.  In  1919- 
20  he  served  as  Chief-of-Staff,  Commander,  U.  S.  Naval  Operating 
in  European  Waters,  in  the  American  Embassy  in  London,  England. 
In  1920  he  was  named  senior  member  of  the  Anglo-American  Joint 
Arbitration  Board.  In  1931  he  became  assistant  to  the  chief  of 
naval  operations  and  two  years  later  was  appointed  Commander, 
Battleships,  Battle  Force,  U.  S.  Fleet  in  the  Pacific  with  the  rank 
of  Vice-Admiral.  On  November  4,  1933  he  entered  the  upper  half 
of  list  of  Rear-Admirals.  In  1934  he  was  on  the  General  Board  of 
the  Navy  Department.  In  1939  he  was  Chairman  of  the  General 
Board,  Navy  Department,  Washington,  D.C.  On  Oct.  1,  1940  he, 
having  attained  statutory  retirement  age  of  64  years,  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Retired  List,  but  continued  as  Chairman  of  the  General 
Board.  He  died  September  9,  1943  in  the  Naval  Medical  Center, 
Bethesda,  Md.  and  was  buried  with  full  military  honors  in  Arlington 
National  Cemetery.  Admiral  Sexton  earned  the  following  awards: 
Navy  Cross,  Spanish  Campaign  Medal,  Philippine  Campaign  Medal, 
Mexican  Service  Medal,  World  War  I  Victory  Medal  with  Mobile 
base  clasp,  American  Defense  Service  Medal,  American  Campaign 
Medal,  World  War  II  Victory  Medal.

entered  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  Md.  graduating  in 
1934  with  a  B.S.  Degree.  As  an  ensign  he  served  on  board  the 
U.S.S.  Memphis,  which  was  built  by  the  Cramp  Shipyard,  where  his 
father  F.  E.  Fleck,  Sr.  was  an  official.  In  1939  he  was  transferred 
to  destroyer  duty  at  which  time  he  served  in  the  U.S.S.  Henley. 
After  a  tour  of  duty  in  the  Executive  Department  at  the  U.  S.  Naval

Marion  and  Lorenzo  Warren  moved,  in  1850,  from  New  York 

state  to  Waukegan,  Illinois.  There,  Mr.  Warren  established  the  only 
flour  and  feed  mill  in  that  vicinity.  He  also  had  a  store  in  connection 
with  the  mill.  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  Marion  Braiden 
Warren’s  obituary  in  the  Waukegan  newspaper:  “Waukegan  lost 
a  lovely  character  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  L.  D.  Warren  last  Sunday 
evening.  She  was  identified  with  this  city  for  forty-five  years  as 
wife  and  mother  of  two  of  our  foremost  business  men,  and  belonged 
to  us  by  a  thousand  ties  of  friendship,  charity  and  goodwill.  She 
has  been  one  of  the  most  active  workers  in  the  Baptist  church  and 
Sunday  school  during  her  entire  residence  here,  and  taught  her 
Sunday  school  class  almost  to  the  day  of  her  death.  At  the  request 
of  a  former  pastor,  she  secured  a  detailed  history  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  church  years  ago,  and  has  left  behind  a  manuscript 
which  will  make  it  easy  for  anyone  to  make  a  complete  written  his¬ 
tory  of  that  organization.  It  was  in  her  church  and  home  life  that 
Mrs.  Warren  will  always  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  kindest  and 
most  lovable  of  women.” 

Marion  Warren  was  a  great  reader  and  interested  in  writing. 
She  and  her  husband  were  strong  believers  in  education,  and  gave 
their  three  children  the  best  they  could  afford.  They  all  went  to  a 
private  academy  in  Waukegan  —  the  equivalent  of  a  high  school. 
Later  they  gave  all  of  them  two  years  in  college.

George  Warren  was  graduated  from  the  academy  in  Waukegan, 

and  then  attended  the  University  of  Michigan  for  two  years.  He 
wanted  to  be  a  physician  but  decided  instead  to  get  married.  He 
worked  with  his  father  in  the  latter’s  flour  and  feed  mill  in  Wauke¬ 
gan.  They  had  a  store  in  connection  with  the  mill,  and  when  the 
mill  burned  about  1885,  George  Warren  continued  to  run  the  store. 
He  was  always  interested  in  out-door  life,  especially  fishing  and 
hiking.  Mrs.  George  Warren  died  July  5,  1884. 
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Bertha  and  Grace  Warren  taught  in  the  Waukegan  Township

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  “The  Biographical  and  Mem¬ 
orial  Edition  of  the  Historical  Encyclopedia  of  Illinois”  by  Newton 
Bateman  L.L.D.  and  Paul  Selby  A.M. : 

“Miles  J.  Braiden  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  of  New 
York  state.  Possessing  a  large  measure  of  pioneer  spirit,  he  went 
to  Waukegan  so  earl}7  that  the  Indians  were  still  living  in  that 
vicinity.  In  1850  he  attended  the  academy  at  Waukegan,  Illinois. 
When  only  seventeen  years  old,  he  purchased  the  farm  of  100 
acres  owned  by  his  brothers  near  Waukegan,  and  operated  it  until 
1856,  when  he  embarked  in  a  grocery  and  grain  business  in  con¬ 
junction  with  his  brother-in-law,  Henry  Burlingim  at  (Lane) 
Rochelle,  Illinois.  This  association  continued  for  about  four  years, 
and  then  Mr.  Braiden  bought  400  acres  of  land  in  Lee  County, 
Illinois,  and  from  1860  to  1872  he  operated  this  property.  While 
a  resident  of.  Lee  County,  he  was  township  treasurer  of  the  school 
funds  for  twelve  years,  and  was  also  supervisor  for  six  terms.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  three  years  he  received  every  vote  cast  for  that  office. 
In  November  1870,  he  was  further  honored  by  election  as  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  Illinois  Legislature,  and  that  same  year  located  at 
Rochelle,  Illinois.  In  1868,  he  bought  what  was  known  as  the  Mills 
Stewart  farm,  and  also  owned  the  Flagg  farm,  each  of  which  were 
partly  in  the  city.  Later  he  platted  these  farms  into  four  additions 
to  Rochelle.  Mr.  Braiden  embarked  a  little  later  in  a  lumber,  coal, 
ice  and  building  stone  business,  handling  the  stone  from  quarries 
on  his  own  land  and  developing  interests  that  made  him  a  wealthy 
man.  During  the  time  he  was  thus  engaged,  he  was  petitioned  to 
serve  as  mayor,  but  refused  this  and  also  the  nomination  as  state 
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senator.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  organization  of  the  Rochelle 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association,  and  was  its  president  for 
the  first  two  years,  giving  to  the  society  the  use  of  the  grounds  free 
for  five  years.  He  served  as  alderman  —  was  on  the  school  board 
for  six  years  and  was  six  years  supervisor  of  Flagg  Township,  Ogle 
County,  Illinois.  On  account  of  his  reputation  for  sterling  honesty 
and  good  judgment,  he  was  chosen  appraiser  by  both  the  owners 
and  the  railroad  company,  for  the  land  taken  by  the  Burlington 
Railroad.  The  township  of  Flagg  voted  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  this  railroad,  but  on  account  of  the  company 
failing  to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  agreement,  Mr.  Braiden  as  super¬ 
visor,  was  instrumental  in  saving  this  amount  to  the  township.  The 
Supreme  Court  confirmed  the  process  favorable  to  the  township. 
Another  of  the  public  spirited  actions  that  must  be  accredited  to  him 
was  the  securing  of  the  establishment  of  the  public  library  for 
Rochelle.” 

An  excerpt  from  the  Chicago  Evening  Journal  of  February  9, 
1877,  gives  as  follows,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  completion  of  the 
branch  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Railroad  through 
Rochelle :  “Rochelle  owes  its  success  and  prosperity  to  a  fewT  public- 
spirited  individuals,  foremost  among  whom  is  M.  J.  Braiden,  who 
has  laid  out  four  additions  to  the  town,  and  built  in  all  nearly  one 
hundred  dwellings,  which  have  either  been  sold  or  rented.” 

Miles  J.  Braiden  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  order  —  of  the  Knight  Templar 
consistory. 


Clara  Vaile  Braiden  was  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Caroline 
Vaile,  who  came  from  Washington,  Pennsylvania  to  Lane,  Illinois 
(later  named  Rochelle).  They  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  — 
corning  before  the  railroads  were  constructed  in  that  vicinity.  Clara 
Vaile  Braiden  attended  Rockford  College,  Rockford,  Illinois,  after 
which  she  taught  in  the  Rochelle  public  schools  for  eleven  years. 
She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Rochelle  Chapter  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution,  serving  two  terms  as  regent  —  also  a 
delegate  to  the  National  Congress  of  the  D.A.R.  She  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  organizing  the  Woman’s  Club  of  Rochelle  and  was  its 
president  for  three  terms  — -  also  district  president  of  the  Federated 
Woman’s  Clubs  of  northern  Illinois.  She  was  a  faithful  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  and  gave  a  lifetime  of  service  and  de¬ 
votion  to  the  activities  of  the  church.  She  taught  in  the  Sunday 
School  many  years.  Was  for  thirteen  years  secretary  of  the 
Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  twice  president  of  the 
Ladies  Aid  Society  of  the  church.  Mrs.  Braiden  compiled  and  pub¬ 
lished  the  David  Bryant  Genealogy  in  1913.  She  spent  thirty 
years  in  research  in  order  to  have  the  genealogy  as  complete  and 
accurate  as  possible.
